P RE  FACE. 


In  the  rei)ort  which  follows  information  as  to  the  health  of 
the  citizens  of  Bradford  during  the  year  1903  will  be  found  in 
detail. 

The  population  as  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  \’ear  was 
283,412,  the  birth-rate  amounted  to  23'27  per  1000,  which,  although 
low,  is  a slight  increase  on  that  for  the  previous  year.  The  lowest 
birth-rate  of  I5‘93  occurred  in  Heaton  Ward,  and  the  highest, 
28’69,  in  Bradford  Moor  Ward. 

The  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  cit\^  was  i6’23  per  1000  of 
the  population,  being  an  increase  of  ‘53  per  1000  on  the  rate  for 
the  previous  year.  The  mortality  rate  varied  from  I2‘56  per 
1000  in  Heaton  to  2r32  in  North  Bierley  West. 

The  death-rate  of  infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  amounted 
to  148  per  1000  of  the  children  born,  which  was  a slight  increase 
on  the  rate  of  139  per  loco  for  the  pre\  ious  3'ear.  In  all  probabilit)- 
this  infant  mortaliW  will  not  be  serioush’  reduced  until  the  vast 
majorit)'  of  the  women  of  the  working  classes  are  impressed  with 
the  necessity  of  scrupulous  cleanliness  in  regard  to  the  milk  supplied 
to  3'oung  children. 

Smallpox,  which  was  introduced  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
1902,  and  existed  epidemically  at  the  commencement  of  the  j’ear, 
was  not  got  rid  of  until  the  i ith  of  November;  361  cases  of  this 
di.sease  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year,  of  which  355  were 
sent  to  the  Bierley  Hall  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  It  is 
satisfactor}-  to  know  that  no  member  of  the  staff  was  infected,  and 
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I feel  sure  that  none  of  the  patients  themselves  would  have  acquired 
the  disease  had  they  been  protected  by  recent  vaccination,  an 
operation  which  is  always  performed  upon  those  employed  at  the 
Mospital  previous  to  the  commencement  of  their  duties. 

In  this  connection  I wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  City 
Council  to  the  report  recently  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  reference  to  Smallpox  in  German}",  in  which  country,  the 
population  being  protected  by  vaccination  and  revaccination.  Small- 
pox is  almost  unknown,  and  isolation  hospitals  for  this  disease 
do  not  exist,  only  a few  ca.ses  of  the  disease  occurring,  and  these 
generally  in  the  frontier  towns,  and  are  isolated  in  general 
hospitals. 

The  compulsory  notification  of  Chickenpox  which  was  estab- 
lished in  April,  1902,  automatically  ended  in  April,  I9a3,  and 
during  the  year  77  cases  were  notified. 

The  prevalence  of  the  Zymotic  diseases  was,  with  one  exception, 
about  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year. 

Although  the  mortality  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  about  normal, 
that  from  Measles  was  unusually  small. 

Diphtheria  apparently  shows  little  diminution,  196  cases  having 
been  reported,  as  against  275  for  the  previ(jus  year. 

In  the  North  Bierley  West  Ward,  Enteric  Fever  was  unusually 
prevalent,  this  being  due  to  the  infection  of  milk  by  specifically 
Cfuitaminated  water  obtained  from  a well  on  the  premises  of  the 
milk  dealer  ; about  80  cases  were  attributable  to  this  source. 
Fortunately  the  mortality  was  small. 

The  Infant  Milk  Dejjot  was  opened  on  the  1st  of  July,  since 
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which  date  tlie  business  has  shown  a steady  increase  ; tlie  advantages 
of  such  an  institution  appear  to  be  appreciated  not  only  in  the 
immediate  vicinit}',  but  in  other  parts  of  the  city  more  remote. 

The  operations  in  connection  with  the  Longlands  Insanitary 
Area  appear  to  be  making  fair  progress.  The  66  houses  in 
Faxfieet  Street  are  on  the  point  of  completion,  and  already 
almost  all  are  applied  for.  It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  the 
persons  who  will  be  displaced  in  the  condemned  area  have  made 
no  application  to  occupy  them. 

The  Act  to  secure  the  Registration  and  Training  of  Midwives 
came  into  force  on  July  31st,  1902,  and  although  it  is  not  compulsory 
for  iNIidwives  to  be  registered  previous  to  the  ist  of  April,  1905, 
yet  I believe  this  Act  has  already  produced  a good  effect. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  close  two  schools  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease. 

In  consequence  of  the  provision  of  the  Factory  and  VV'orkshops 
Act,  1901,  requiring  all  underground  bakehou.ses  in  use  at  the 
commencement  of  1904  to  be  certificated  by  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authorit)',  it  was  necessary  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  these  places 
during  the  year.  As  a result  of  the  work  of  the  Flealth  Committee 
36  of  the  bakehouses  were  closed  as  unfit  for  use,  and  certificates 
were  granted  to  36  others  when  certain  improvements  had  been 
carried  out.  In  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  bring  an 
offender  into  court,  and  although  the  decision  of  the  Court  was 
that  any  underground  bakehouse  in  use  at  the  pa.ssing  of  the  Act 
did  not  need  certification,  yet  this  decision  was  on  appeal  reversed, 
and  the  offender  has  since  discontinued  the  u.se  of  his  underground 
bakehouse  and  submitted  plans  for  the  erection  of  a new  one. 
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Regulations  under  the  Employment  of  Children  Act  have  been 
adopted  during  the  }-ear.  This  Act  is  intended  to  prevent  children 
under  14  \'ears  of  age  being  overworked  in  irregular  employment. 

After  prolonged  correspondence  with  the  Local  (jf)vernment 
JSoard,  the  sanction  of  the  Bcjard  has  at  last  been  granted  for 
the  expenditure  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a new  Disinfecting 
Station.  When  this  building  has  been  erected  the  department  will 
be  in  a position  to  deal  more  effectively  with  houses,  clothes,  and 
other  material  infected  by  Tuberculosis. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  impress  upon  the  Health  Committee 
the  urgent  necessity  of  making  further  provision  in  special  wards 
in  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital  for  cases  of  Diphtheria.  At  the 
present  time  the  wards  in  this  Hospital  intended  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  are  occupied  by  Diphtheria,  and  in  the 
event  of  a large  outbreak  of  Kinteric  Fever  it  will  be  almost 
impossible  to  find  room  for  the  isolation  of  man}’  of  the  cases.

BIRTHS. 


The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  ending  January  2nd, 
1904,  was  6595,  consisting  of  3355  males  and  3240  females. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year,  calculated  upon  the  estimated  population, 
amounts  to  2^2']  per  1000,  being  an  increase  of  o'38  per  1000  upon  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year. 

Amongst  the  municipal  wards  the  birth  rate  varied  from  15.93  in 
Heaton  to  28'69  in  the  Bradford  Moor  Ward. 

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  2 8 '4,  and  that  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  of  the  country  297  per  1000  of  the  population.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

By  this  term  is  meant  the  mortality  rate  amongst  infants  under  twelve 
months  of  age,  and  it  is  calculated  upon  the  number  of  children  born  during 
the  year.  The  infantile  death-rate  during  1903  amounted  to  148  per  1000 
of  the  children  born. 

'I'he  average  infantile  mortality  in  the  76  large  towns  was  144. 

'I’he  affections  which  appear  to  have  been  most  destructive  to  infant  life 
during  the  past  year  were  lung  diseases,  convulsions,  atrophy,  diarrhoea, 
and  the  conditions  associated  with  prematurity  of  birth.

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  which  came  to  my  knowledge,  chiefly 
through  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  was 
814,  as  compared  with  903,  the  number  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  cases  terminating  fatally  was  28,  equivalent  to  a 
fatality  rate  of  3'4  per  cent.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

The  progressive  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  shows  no 
sign  of  diminution.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease 
Notification  Act  there  were  reported  196  cases  of  this  disease,  52  of 
wTich  ended  fatally — equivalent  to  a case  fatality  rate  of  26  per 
cent. 

Ten  years  ago  this  disease  was  comparatively  rare,  even  so  recently 
as  1897  the  number  of  cases  reported  w'as  only  35. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  for  isolation  and  treatment  was 
104,  of  which  100  were  sent  to  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  i to  the 
North  Bierley  Conjoint  Hospital,  and  3 to  the  Calverley  Conjoint

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


During  the  year  275  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  came  under  my  notice, 
of  which  173  were  removed^' to  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  In 
the  year  preceding  there  were  189  cases,  108  of  which  were  treated  in 
hospital. 

The  cases  terminating  fatally  numbered  36,  equivalent  to  a fatality 
rate  of  i3'i  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  cases  was  caused  hy  the  use  of  a 
specifically  contaminated  well  in  Wibsey.  The  water  was  used  for 
washing  a cowkeeper’s  milk  vessels.  About  80  cases  were  traced  to  this

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SMALLPOX. 

'I’he  epidemic  prevalence  of  Smallpox  in  existence  at  the  end  of 
1903  continued  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  361  cases 
were  reported  to  the  Health  Office,  355  of  which  were  removed  to  the 
Bierley  Hall  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  I'he  districts  chiefly 
affected  were  the  North,  South,  West,  Little  Horton  and  Tong  Wards. 
The  number  of  cases  occurring  in  tramps  removed  from  the  workhouse 
was  26,  and  the  same  number  occurred  in  registered  common  lodging 
houses.  The  disease  was  repeatedly  introduced  into  the  City  by 
vagrants. 

The  table  following  shows  that  the  proportion  of  cases  at  each  of 
the  five  yearly  age-periods  up  to  25  is  lower  than  the  proportion  of  the 
population  living  at  the  same  age-periods,  and  that  during  the  next  30 
years  of  life  the  conditions  are  reversed.  These  circumstances  demon- 
strate the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  against  attack  by  Smallpox 
and  the  necessity  of  re-vaccination  in  adolescence. 

Although  some  of  the  cases  were  severe  the  majority  were 
unusually  mild  in  type,  and  only  12.  deaths  occurred,  giving  a fatality 
case  rate  of  only  3*3  per  cent. 

Careful  notes  of  the  condition  of  each  patient  as  to  vaccination 
were  taken,  and  a detailed  statement  will  be  found  in  the  Hospitals 
section  of  this  report. 

The  number  of  persons  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  infection 
and  kept  under  surveillance  for  16  days  after  such  exposure  was  («) 
in  private  houses  941  and  {l>)  in  lodging  houses  1460  : 143  of  these 

persons  subsequently  were  attacked  by  the  disease. 

Endeavour  was  made  to  secure  the  immediate  vaccination  or 
re-vaccination  of  contacts  and  the  Vaccination  Officer  was  promptly 
informed  of  any  house  invaded  by  Smallpox.

VACCINATION. 


The  return  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Crowther,  the  Superintendent 
Vaccination  Officer  of  the  Bradford  Union,  shows  that  there  has  been 
a steady  increase  in  infantile  vaccination  since  the  commencement  of 
the  Vaccination  Act  of  1898,  the  proportion  of  infants  certified  as 
having  been  “successfully  vaccinated”  being  75  per  cent,  in  1902  in 
comparison  with  42  per  cent,  in  the  year  previous  to  the  passing  of 
the  Act. 

Although  the  number  of  conscientious  objectors  is  still  considerable, 
it  has  shown  no  increase  during  the  past  three  years. 


VACCINATION  RI^.TURN 
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ZYMOTIC  DIARRHCEA. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this  disorder  was  139,  as 
compared  with  50  for  the  previous  year.  The  comparatively  small 
mortality  is  to  be  referred  chiefly  to  the  cold  summer.  A reference 
to  the  opposite  page  shows  that  106  of  these  were  in  children  under 
twelve  months  of  age.  Locally  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred 
in  the  North  and  South  Wards.

NOTICES  TO  SCHOOL  TEACHERS,  LIBRARIANS, 

AND  PARENTS. 

A’henever  a case  of  infectious  disease  comes  to  my  knowledge  inquiry 
is  made  as  to  the  School  attendance  (both  Sunday  and  Day  Schools),  and 
a notice  is  sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  advising  that  no  children  should  be 
received  at  School  from  such  infected  house  until  after  cleansing  and 
disinfection  have  been  done  and  a certificate  of  safety  given  from  my  ofiice. 

At  the  same  time  a notice  is  also  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  sufferer. 
In  this  service  2942  notices  were  sent  out  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Librarian  is  also  supplied  daily  with  a list  of  infected 
houses,  and  if  an)-  such  house  contains  a book  belonging  to  a Free  Library 
information  is  sent  to  me,  the  books  are  collected,  and  if  filthy  destroyed  ; 
should  they  be  in  a clean  condition  the)'  are  sent  to  the  City  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

'I'he  number  of  books  taken  from  infected  houses  was  152,  for  which 
of  ^21  16s.  6d.  was  the  sum  paid  by  the  Health  Department  to  the 
Free  Library  Department. 
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AMBULANCE  AND  DISINFECTING  STAI'E. 


The  Ambulance  e(iuij)ment  consists  of  two  men,  two  horses,  and  two 
ambulances,  and  is  located  at  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital. 

'I'his  staff  has  during  the  year  removed  ioi6  cases  of  infectious  disease 
from  their  homes,  either  to  the  Hosjrital  at  Leeds  Road  or  to  Bierley  Hall. 
Cases  have  also  been  removed  from  one  or  other  of  the  constituent  districts 
of  the  Calverley  Joint  Hospital  Board  or  the  Thornton,  Clayton,  and 
Wilsden  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  the  Leeds  Road  Ho.spital  when  accom- 
modation could  not  be  provided  for  them  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  1 )isease  isolated  in  the  Hospitals 
available  for  this  purpose  is  shown  in  the  table.  It  is  seen  that  the 
Leeds  Road  Hospital  is  used  for  the  great  bulk  of  the  cases.

PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

I 

During  the  year  1903,  272  specimens  were  sent  to  the  City  Laboratory 
for  examination,  viz.  : — 

i.  For  Diphtheria  106  (30  positive,  76  negative). 

ii.  For  Enteric  Fever  32  (13  positive,  19  negative). 

iii.  For  Tuberculosis  94  (39  positive,  55  negative). 

iv.  For  Anthrax  7 (2  positive,  5 negative). 

V.  Miscellaneous  5. 

ADULTPIRATION  OF  FOOD  Ax\D  DRUGS. 

During  the  year  ending  December,  1903,  484  samples  of  food, 
drug.s,  <.S:c.,  have  been  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspector.  Of  these  454  have  been  certified  by  the  Analyst  as 
pure,  and  30  as  adulterated. 

Six  of  the  offenders  were  summoned  before  the  justices,  and 
penalties  and  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  ;£.38  9s.  fid.  were 
inflicted ; one  of  the  offenders  absconded  and  a warrant  is  still  out 
for  his  arrest. 
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In  the  other  cases  the  amount  of  adulteration  was  considered  by  the 
Health  Committee  too  small  to  warrant  proceedings  before  the  justices, 
and  eighteen  of  the  offenders  were  cautioned  by  the  Health  Committee  as 
to  their  future  conduct. 

Seven  wholesale  dealers  in  Margarine  have  been  registered  during 
the  year. 

The  hood  Inspector  seized  and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  human 
food,  lo  boxes  of  tomatoes,  i8  bags  of  mussels,  9 boxes  of  hake,  10 
boxes  of  haddock,  7 trees  of  bananas,  and  26  bags  of  potatoes. 

In  addition  to  the  .samples  submitted  by  the  Food  Inspector,  17 
samples  have  been  submitted  by  the  public ; 2 of  these  were  found 

to  be  adulterated,  one  doubtful,  and  the  remainder  were  certified  to  be 
genuine.

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MUNICIPAL  MILK  DEPOT. 


'I'he  Infants’  Milk  Depot,  for  the  supply  of  modified  and  sterilised 
milk,  established  at  328,  iNIanchester  Road,  was  opened  on  July  ist,  1903, 
by  Mrs.  Moser.  Although  the  quantity  of  business  transacted  during  the 
first  few  weeks  was  comparatively  small,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  a 
steady  increase  from  week  to  week  has  been  observed,  ami  at  the  close 
of  the  year  about  45  infants,  whose  mothers  were  unable  to  suckle  them, 
were  being  fed  on  the  Humanised  Milk  from  the  Depot.  'The  following 
circular  concerning  the  opening  of  this  1 )ep6t  was  issued  to  medical 
practitioners  resident  in  the  district  : —

Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  inform  you  that  the  Bradford  Corporation  have  opened  a 
depot  for  the  supply  of  Humanised  and  Sterilised  Milk  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  poor  with  nourishment  suitable  for  infants.  As  it  is  not 
intended  to  make  any  considerable  pecuniary  profit  the  price  of  the  milk 
is  fixed  sufficiently  low  to  bring  it  within  reach  of  the  class  for  which  it 
is  intended. 

The  leaflet  enclosed  contains  detailed  information  as  to  the  price 
and  conditions  under  which  the  milk  may  be  obtained.

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The  following  instructions  in  the  form  of  a handbill  were  drawn  up 
and  issued  to  all  callers  at  the  Depot  and  others  who  purchased  the  milk 
intended  for  young  children  : —

This  Milk  is  prepared  for  I/ifaiiis  whose  mothers  are  not  able  to  suckle  them. 

Instructions  for  the  Use  of  Humanised  Mick. 

1.  All  charges  for  the  supply  of  the  above  milk  are  payable  in 
advance.  The  charge  for  the  full  weekly  supply  of  Humanised  Milk  for 
infants  under  six  months  is  is.  6d.  If  a day’s  supply  only  is  taken  the 
charge  is  3d.  For  infants  aged  from  six  to  eight  months  who  receive  6ozs. 
per  bottle  the  charge  is  is.  gd.  per  week,  while  for  older  children  receiving 
70ZS.  per  bottle  the  charge  is  2s.  per  week  or  gd.  per  day.  The  Depot 
is  open  from  7/  a.m.  to  6 p.m.,  Monday  to  Friday.  Saturday.,  11  a.m.  to 
I p.m.  Closed  all  day  .Sunday. 

2.  'The  milk  will  be  supplied  in  bottles  in  a basket,  each  bottle  con- 
taining sufficient  milk  for  one  meal,  the  amount  varying  with  the  age  of 
the  child.  Infants  under  two  months  receive  9 bottles  per  day  ; older 
children  receive  fewer  bottles,  as  they  should  be  fed  less  frequently. 

3.  If  children  are  sent  for  the  milk,  they  must  be  warned  not  to 
tamper  with  the  stoppers  of  the  bottles.  On  no  account  must  a bottle 
be  opened  until  the  infant  is  ready  to  be  fed. 

4.  Every  person  using  the  milk  will  be  supplied  with  a teat,  which 
must  be  kept  scrupulously  clean.  After  use,  the  teat  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  in  soda  and  hot  water,  then  rinsed  in  cold  water,  and  afterwards 
])laced  in  a jar  of  clean  cold  water,  where  it  should  be  kept  until  required 
for  the  next  meal.  lixtra  teats  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  3d. 
each. 

5.  lust  before  use  each  bottle  should  be  placed  unopened  in  a 


basin  or  jug  of  liot  water  for  about  five  minutes  until  it  is  warmed.  The 
bottle  should  then  be  opened  and  the  teat  put  on.  The  child  must  be 
fed  at  regular  intervals,  and  fed  from  these  bottles  only.  On  no  account 
should  any  other  feeding  bottle  be  used. 

6.  When  all  the  milk  in  one  bottle  is  not  used,  what  is  left  must 
not  be  warmed  again,  but  a fresh  bottle  opened  for  the  next  meal. 

here  there  are  other  children  this  surplus  milk  may  be  given  to  them. 

7.  Infants  under  two  months  should  be  fed  every  two  hours  during 
the  day  and  every  four  hours  at  night.  Each  time  a fresh  bottle  must 
be  used. 

8.  Should  the  milk  not  agree  with  the  child,  this  should,  without 
fail,  be  reported  at  the  Depot. 

9.  On  no  account  should  bread  or  any  other  food  be  given,  as  the 
milk,  if  regularly  given,  will  be  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  any 
infant  ; but  it  may  be  used  to  supplement  mother’s  milk.  Give  the  milk 
very  slowl)-,  and  train  the  child  not  to  suck  quickly.  Never  give  it  tea, 
coffee,  or  cocoa. 

10.  After  the  bottle  has  been  emptied  it  should  be  well  rinsed  out 
with  water. 

11.  The  child  should  be  brought  once  a fortnight  to  be  weighed. 

12.  Breakages  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  id.  per  bottle,  and 
damage  to  baskets  must  be  made  good. 

13.  All  bottles,  stoppers,  baskets,  teats,  and  rubber  rings  not 
returned  to  the  Depot  will  be  charged  full  value. 

14.  The  presence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  a house  must  be  at  once 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

N.B. — The  milk  must  never  be  used  in  preference  to  that  of  a 
healthy  mother,  which  is  the  best  of  all  foods  for  young  infants.

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DAIRIKS,  COW  SHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

Tliere  are  at  present  registered  within  the  City  under  the  “ Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1878,”  590  Cow  Sheds  and  421  Milk  Shops  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk,  as  against  570  and  487  respectively  last  year. 

During  the  year  41  applications  have  been  made  for  registration  of 
premises  for  the  .sale  of  milk,  and  upon  inspection  34  of  these  were  found 
to  be  suitable  and  registered  accordingly. 

Inspection  has  been  made  of  the  milk  and  milk  vessels  coming  into 
the  city  by  rail  or  otherwise  from  places  beyond  the  city  boundaries,  and 
numerous  samples  thus  delivered  have  been  taken  by  the  Food  Inspector 
for  analysis,  the  results  of  which  show  the  milk  to  have  been  of  good 
(juality. 

In  accordance  with  notices  served  upon  owners  and  occupiers  of 
cow  sheds  for  alterations  for  air  space,  drainage,  lighting,  and  ventilation, 
19  premises  have  been  altered,  and  three  new  ones  erected. 

'Pile  number  of  visits  and  inspections  made  by  the  In.spector  during 
the  year  is  as  follows  : — Cow  sheds,  721  ; milk  shops  and  dairies,  801. 


INSFPXTIQN  OF  MP:AT,  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES,  POTTED 
MEAT  AND  SAUSAGE  MAxXUFACTORIES. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  29  seizures  of  unsound  meat 
viz.: — 238olbs.  of  beef,  2 barrels  of  beef,  23olbs.  of  pork,  14  cases  of  pigs 
kidneys,  55  sheep’s  plucks,  i case  of  ox  trimmings,  9 bags  of  sheep's  feet, 
29  sets  of  beasts’  bags  and  feet,  4 cases  of  ox-tails,  10  bags  of  tripe,  3cwts. 
of  beasts’  udders. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  26647153.  of  beef,  11 /bibs,  of  mutton, 
1894153.  of  veal,  7254153.  ol  pork,  7 cases  of  pigs’  livers,  i ox  liver,  i 
case  of  pigs’  plucks,  6 cases  of  ox  kidneys,  2 cases  of  sheep’s  kidneys,  2 
kegs  of  tripe,  15  bags  of  offal,  9 rabbits,  2 bags  of  sheep’s  feet,  5 boxes 
of  haddock,  and  23  bags  of  peas  were  e.xamined  by  the  Meat  Inspectors 
on  the  request  of  the  owners,  and  being  found  unfit  for  human 

food  were  surrendered,  and  afterwards  destoyed  at  the  Refuse  Destructor 
Works. 

One  person  was  summoned  before  the  justices  for  having  in  his 

possession  a quantity  of  unsound  pork  and  a penalty  of  17s.  6d., 

including  costs  was  inflicted. 

The  number  of  places  at  which  potted  meat  and  sausages  are  known 
to  be  made  for  .sale  is  139  as  against  140  last  year. 

The  number  of  private  slaughter-houses  within  the  city  is  57  ; 
35  of  these  are  under  the  old  regulations,  and  22  subject  to  annual 

license. 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  has  been  as  follows : — 
Privates  Slaughter-houses  1355,  Potted  Meat  and  Sausage  Works  2294. 

The  Public  Abattoirs  and  ^Markets  were  visited  several  times  daily. 

CATTLE  DISEASE. 

The  duties  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Meat  Inspectors  (under 

the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act)  have  been  transferred  to  the 

police. 

During  the  year  three  cases  of  Anthrax  discovered  by  the  Inspectors 
in  the  Public  Abattoirs  were  accordingly  reported  to  the  Chief  Constable. 


INSPECTION  OP’  FISH.  FRIED  FISH  SHOPS,  AND 


ICE  CREAM  MAKERS’  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  676  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  where  ice 
cream  is  prepared,  and  alterations  have  been  made  in  many  places  which 
has  materially  imitroved  the  conditions  under  which  this  commodity  is 
prepared. 

The  vessels  of  98  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  streets  have  been 
examined,  these  were  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory. 

666  visits  have  been  made  to  Fried  Fish  Shops.  In  each  case  the 
fish  has  been  examined  and  found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  the  fat 
wholesome.  A marked  improvement  has  been  effected  in  some  of  these 
places  by  the  pulling  out  of  old  open  pans  and  the  substitution  of 
sanitary  cooking  ranges  which  minimises  the  smell  which  may  be  emitted 
rendering  the  places  healthier  for  those  engaged  in  the  business  and  also 
less  likley  to  cause  a nuisance. 

St.  James’s  Wholesale  Markets  have  been  visited  severals  times  daily 
(market  mornings  early  during  the  summer  months). 

At  the  request  of  the  various  owners  examinations  have  been  made 
of  various  food  stuffs  consigned  for  sale,  and  the  undermentioned  goods 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  food,  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
and  destroyed  at  Hammerton  Street  Destructor  Works,  viz.  : — 446  stones  of 
haddock,  16  stones  of  codfish,  22  stones  of  codling,  12  stones  of  whiting, 
222  stones  of  hake,  18  stones  of  gurnets,  141  stones  of  finnan  haddock, 
37)j  stones  of  shrimps,  14  stones  of  prawns,  8olbs.  of  salmon,  2 bo.xes  of 
pulan,  26  boxes  of  mackerel,  17  boxes  of  sprats,  1 box  of  red  mullett, 
29  boxes  of  bloaters,  [20  bo.xes  of  kippers,  23  boxes  of  herrings,  3 kits  of 
herrings,  8 barrels  of  herrings,  26  bo.xes  of  smelts,  7 baskets  of  smelts, 
22  quarts  of  picked  shrimps,  2 barrels  of  American  oysters,  400  Dutch 
Systers,  25  bags  of  mussels,  6 bags  of  cockles,  21  hares,  113  rabbits,  375

bundles  of  celery,  35C\vts.  of  red  cabbage,  locwts.  of  turnips,  6 luimpers 
of  white  turnips,  15  bags  of  chestnuts,  30  baskets  of  lettuce,  3 boxes 
of  radishes,  33  boxes  of  tomatoes,  35  boxes  of  pears  and  33  barrels, 
25  hampers  and  30  baskets  of  i)lums. 


SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 
INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS,  WORKSHOPS,  AND 
BAKEHOUSES. 


'I'he  number  of  shops  \-isited  and  investigations  made  by  the  Inspector 
was  2629.  In  203  shops  the  employers  had  failed  to  exhibit  the 
notice  required  by  Section  4 of  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  stating  the  hours 
during  which  young  persons  may  be  employed  in  shops.  Three  of 
these  employers,  who  had  previously  been  cautioned  for  similar 
offences,  were  prosecuted,  and  the  remainder  were  served  with  a 
warning  notice. 

Seven  young  persons  were  found  to  have  been  employed  in  shops 
for  a period  exceeding  74  hours  in  one  week.  In  two  of  these  cases 
prosecutions  were  instituted,  and  in  the  other  cases  warnings  were 
served. 

'I'hree  young  persons  were  found  to  have  been  employed  in  shops 
after  having  been  previously  employed  on  the  same  day  in  a Factory 
for  the  full  number  of  hours  permitted  by  the  P'actory  and  Workshops 
Act.  In  one  case  proceedings  were  taken,  and  the  other  two  were 
warned. 

S[jecial  visits  were  made  to  208  shops  where  female  assistants  were 
employed,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  compliance  with  the  the  Shop  Seats 
Act,  1899.  In  only  one  case  was  it  found  that  the  employer  had  failed 
to  provide  the  seats  required  by  the  Act,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
Inspector  the  necessary  seats  were  immediately  provided. 


'The  Inspector  has  also  paid  1593  visits  to  Workshops  and  Work- 
places, and  934  visits  to  JIakehouses,  special  attention  being  given  to  the 
cleanliness,  closet  accommodation,  ventilation,  and  general  sanitary  condition 
of  these  places. 


197  AVorkshops  and  69  Bakehouses  have  been  added  to  the  Registers 
kept  by  the  Inspector.  Fhe  total  numbers  now  on  the  Registers  are 
1724  AA'orkshops  and  464  Bakehouses.

Seventy-seven  firms  employing  out  workers  failed  to  supjjly  lists  of  such 
workers  on  ist  of  February  or  the  ist  of  August,  as  required  by  the 
Iffictory  and  W’orkshop  Act.  As  repeited  warnings  had  previously  been 


given,  28  of  these  firms  were  lirouglit  before  tlie  Magistrates ; penalties 
with  costs  amounting  in  tlie  aggregate  to  ^,14  2s.  6d.  were  imposed. 

Six  summonses  were  i.ssued  against  shop-keepers  for  offences  under 
the  Shop  Hours  Act,  and  jienalties  and  costs  amounting  in  tlie  aggregate 
to  ;^'4  3s.  6d.  were  imposed. 

'Two  firms  were  summoned  for  infringements  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  lyoi.  One  of  these,  for  baking  in  a sleeping  apartment 
was  fined  los.  and  7s.  costs.  The  other,  for  baking  in  an  underground 
place  in  which  there  was  an  unventilated  water-closet  and  three  gullies, 
was  fined  ;/'i  and  14s.  costs. 

The  total  number  of  prosecutions  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year 
was  36,  the  penalties  with  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  lys. 

The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  [irovides  that  no  [ilace  which 
is  more  than  three  feet  below  the  ground  shall  be  used  as  a bakehouse 
unless  it  was  .so  used  at  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  that  no  such  under 
ground  bakehouse.s,  which  were  in  use  before  that  date,  shall  be  used 
after  January  1st,  1904,  unless  certified  by  the  Local  Authority  to  be 
suitable  for  that  purpose  as  regards  construction,  light,  ventilation,  and 
in  every  other  respect.  The  Health  Committee,  along  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Inspector,  visited  the  92  underground  bake- 
houses in  the  City,  and  have  decided  with  regard  thereto  as  follows  : —

DANGEROUS  AND  UNFENCED  PLACES. 

love  hundred  and  si.xty-six  places,  including  houses  and  other 
buildings,  have  been  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  as  being  in  a 
dangerous  condition.  I'hese  have  been  dealt  with  and  made  secure  from 
personal  danger,  either  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Surveyor  or  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

During  the  year  168  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Officers 
to  the  various  graveyards  within  the  City,  but  no  irregularities  were 
observed. 

The  remains  of  2588  persons  have  been  removed  from  the  Parish 
Church  Burial  Ground  in  connection  with  the  Church  Bank  Improve- 
ment Scheme,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  Order  of  the 
Home  Secretary,  and  re-interred  at  Bowling  and  Scholemoor  Cemeteries. 

Under  a similar  Order  the  remains  of  542  have  also  been  removed 
from  the  Baptist  Chapel  Burial  Ground  at  Tetley  Street,  and  re-interred 
at  Bowling,  Scholemoor,  and  Undercliffe  Cemeteries. 

'Fhe  remains  of  five  persons  have  also  been  exhumed  from  the 
burial  ground  at  St.  John’s  Church,  Bierley,  and  re-interred  at  Bowling 
Cemetery,  under  a Faculty  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  whole  of  these  removals  were  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary 
Officers. 


COMMON  LODGINC'i  MOUSKS. 


The  number  of  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the 
t'ity  is  39,  as  against  40  last  year. 

The  houses  contain  167  rooms  for  sleeping  purposes  and  are  registered 
to  accommodate  1459  persons  nightly. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  accommodated  during  the  year 
is  387,183,  the  nightly  average  being  1060. 

These  houses  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the  year  (both  day  and 
night)  by  the  Inspector,  and  the  Bye  Laws  and  Regulations  for  their  manage 
ment  strictly  enforced. 

% 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  against  two  persons  for  keeping 
(.'ommon  Lodging  Houses,  without  the  same  being  registered  and  approved 
of  by  the  Authorities,  and  penalties  and  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 

T9S.  were  enforced. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  these  houses  during  the  year  by  the 
Inspector  was  3749. 


HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

The  number  of  “ Houses  let  in  Lodgings,”  or  occupied  by  members 
of  more  than  one  family,  within  the  City  is  185,  the  number  of  rooms  so 
occupied  being  416. 

'I’hese  houses  are  all  registered,  and  are  regularly  visited  and  reported 
upon  by  the  Inspector. 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  against  four  persons  for  breaches 
of  the  Bye  Laws  and  Regulations  respecting  these  houses,  and  penalties 
with  costs,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  8s.  were  imposed. 
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Several  other  hreaclies  ol  the  l!ye  J.aws  and  Regulations  were  observed 
by  the  Inspector,  but  upon  the  attention  of  the  landlord  or  person 
responsible  being  drawn  thereto,  the  same  were  remedied. 

During  the  year  3317  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspector  to  these 
houses. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

During  the  year  224  boats  found  plying  upon  the  Canal  within  the 
City  were  examined  by  the  Inspector. 

In  26  cases  the  boats  were  found  to  be  defective;  in  8 cases  the 
decks  were  leaking  and  recjuired  recaulking  ; 5 required  painting  ; 7 
were  found  carrying  defective  water  vessels ; 2 boats  were  found  to  be 
without  certificates  of  registration  on  board  as  required  by  the  Act,  on 
one  boat  the  certificate  on  board  did  not  identify  the  owner,  and  on 
one  boat  the  Captain  refused  to  have  the  boat  inspected,  and  obstructed 
the  Inspector 

It  was  deemed  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  the  case  of 
obstruction,  and  the  Captain  of  the  boat  was  fined  ^i. 

In  all  the  other  cases  of  infringements  the  owners  were  served  with 
notices  requiring  them  to  rectify  the  various  defects,  and  these  have  since 
been  made  good,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE  INSPECTION. 

I'he  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  Smoke  Nuisances 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903,  was  72.  These  being  served 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

In  respect  to  these  notices  53  cases  were  heard  before  die  City 
Justices  and  dealt  with  as  follows:— 

In  40  cases  fines  were  inflicted  for  non-compliance  with  Magistrate’s 
orders  amounting  to  ^£20,  and  costs  amounting  to  14  7s. 


^7 

In  I I cases  orders  were  made  reciuiring  the  abatement,  of  the 
nuisances  within  periods  varying  from  3 days  to  i month,  and  ordered 
payment  of  costs  amounting  to  ^5  los. 

One  case  was  witlidrawn  on  payment  of  3s.  costs,  the  offenders 
having  abated  the  nuisance. 

One  case  was  withdrawn,  the  defendants  giving  the  magistrates  an 
assurance  that  they  would  build  a new  chimney. 

'The  total  amount  of  penalties  including  cost  amounted  to  ^40. 

634  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Inspector  to  the  various  firms  using 
steam  power  and  the  subjoined  circular  has  been  served  upon  Principals 
and  Engineers.

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 


TO  M A N U E A C T U R E K S AND  O T II  E R S . 


The  Health  Committee  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  Manufac- 
turers and  other  Users  of  Steam  to  their  Circular  Letter  of  last  year  in 
reference  to  the  Nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke  from 
the  chimneys  of  Mills,  Factories,  and  Dyevvorks. 

In  that  Circular  the  Committee  adverted,  amongst  other  matters,  to 
the  facts  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke, 
and  that  the  law  required  that  all  steam  raisers  should  use  the  best 
practicable  means  to  jrrevent  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  past  few  years  the  Smoke 
Nuisance  has  not  been  materially  diminished  and  that  the  fines  inflicted 
upon  offenders  have  been  insufficient  to  produce  any  improvement,  the 
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Corporation  have  Iteen  compolled  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  further 
powers. 

The  Health  Committee,  therefore,  wish  to  point  out  that  in  place 
of  the  maximum  penalty  of  los.  for  each  offence,  the  Justices  are  now 
empowered  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  Act  of  1903  to  inflict  a fine 
not  exceeding  for  the  first  offence,  of  a sum  not  exceeding 

for  the  second  offence,  and  for  each  subsequent  offence  a sum  not 
exceeding  ^^50. 

Although  the  powers  granted  by  Parliament  are  much  greater  than 
have  hitherto  been  in  existence,  it  is  hoped  that  steam  raisers  will  u.se 
their  best  endeavours  to  diminish  the  Smoke  Nuisance,  and  so  render 
any  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation  unnecessary.

PUBLIC  URINALS. 

'I'he  number  of  public  urinals  within  the  City,  including  those  in  the 
added  districts,  is  54,  as  against  52  last  year.  Of  these  48  are  in  the 
old  City,  I at  Tong,  2 at  Eccleshill,  i at  Idle,  i ' at  Wyke,  and  2 at 
Thornton. 

Four  new  urinals  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  viz.  : — 1 at 
Thornton,  on  land  belonging  to  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company ; 
I adjoining  the  Ring  of  Bells  Inn,  Bolton  Road,  on  premises  belonging 
to  Messrs.  Waller  Son,  Limited  ; i at  the  junction  of  Sunbridge  Road 
and  Southgate,  by  permission  of  the  Street^  Improvement  Committee  ; 
and  I on  the  Huddersfield  Road  side  of  ^Vyke  Recreation  Ground. 
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Two  urinals  liave  been  pulled  down  and  removed,  viz.  : — i at 
l>runimond  Road,  and  i at  Sunbridge  Road,  the  sites  being  required 
for  other  purpt)ses. 

Repairs  have  been  carried  out  in  the  men’s  lavatories  at  Town 
Hall  Square.  These  premises,  together  with  the  underground  conveniences 
at  North  Parade  and  North  Wing,  are  in  .satisfactory  working  condition.
